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Finland » Historic and Philatelic 


INLAND, the country of mid- 

night sun, of forty thousand 

lakes, of snow and reindeers. A 

country covered with forests of 

pine, spruce and silver birch, 
rich in game and full of unknown 
beauty. 

Finland is the country of big con- 
trasts. While in the northern parts 
where the winter lasts about 200 days, 
are living the Lapps, the only nomadic 
people of Europe, at the same time, 
in the southern parts, inhabited by the 
Finns, a flourishing West-European 
civilization is prevailing, with all 
modern inventions and a keen modern 
spirit. 

Finland, the most northern republic 
of the world, is situated between 59° 
and 70° north latitude. It is bordered 
in the east by Russia, in the north by 
Norway and the Arctic Ocean, in the 
west by Sweden and the Gulf of 
Bothnia and in the south by the Gulf 
of Finland. It is not a small country 
as is generally believed, it is one of 
the large countries of Europe, being 
sixth in size, and its area corresponds 
to that of California. 

Due to the nordic location the cli- 
mate in Finland is a little severe, how- 
ever in the whole it is much milder 
than in any other area in the world in 
the same latitude. While in the north- 
ern provinces the snow melts only in 
June, in the south the winter lasts 
only for a couple of months and often 
the southern ports may be kept open 
during the whole winter. These cli- 
matical conditions make Finland a 
country of varied and contrasting 
beauty. Stern and wild as the snow- 
covered landscapes may be during the 
short half dark winter days, as tender 
and lyrical are they during the light 
summer nights, when the sun is un- 
willing to set even for an hour. 

These natural beauties and hard- 
ships have also molded the character 
of the Finns. They are obstinate, 





persistent, and straight-forward, but 
also poetical. Poetry has been woven 
into the daily life of the people and 
the ancient myths and lyrical out- 
pourings are collected to the national 
epic Kalevala. Also the climate has 
played a part in shaping the Finnish 
athletics, and Finland has always had 
athletes, such as Nurmi and many 
others of international celebrity, who 
are out of all proportion to her size. 

It is evident that Finland had been 





inhabited in the stone age but the 
history of the country begins at the 
time, when Finland was connected 
with Sweden or in the middle of the 
twelfth century. The union with 
Sweden continued about 600 years and 
during that time the foundation of 
western civilization was laid. When 
Finland in 1809 was united with 
Russia it became a distinct national 
unit and the laws and _ institutions 
from the Swedish time were pre- 





served. She was also able to keep 
these rights, however at the last de- 
cade of the Russian period many at- 
tempts were made to destroy the self- 
government of Finland, and the peo- 
ple of Finland had to fight an intense. 
although unarmed fight. During these 
hard times Finland became very well 
known in other European countries, 
who closely and with sympathy fol- 
lowed this fight which often seemed 
desperate. 

December 6th, 1917 Finland de- 
clared its independence and it is now 
a republic. The highest executive 
power is held by a President elected 
for a period of 6 years. 

Despite of the fact, that Finland 
achieved its independence only after 
the World War, she is in the philatelic 
sense one of the old countries of the 
world. The first stamps were issued 
in Finland as early as 1856 but en- 
velopes had been used 10 years earlier. 
Amongst these entries are found the 
most rare specimens of that kind. For 
instance, of the black cover of 20 
kopek only two copies are known to 
be in existence. The first stamps 
which were of the values of 5 and 10 
kop. were imperforated and amongst 
them are found many rare differences 
of paper, the most valuable being the 
block of 4 on striped paper which the 
late Mr. Hind had in his collection. 
These early stamps were hand-printed 
on narrow paperlips, in two lines, 10 
in each, tete-beche the name of the 
country did not appear, neither on 
these stamps, nor in the following 
issue of 5 and 10 kop. stamps in 1860. 
However these later ones were per- 
forated by a special procedure which 
resulted in big wavy jags. The issue 
of 1866 was of the same type as the 
earlier ones but was for the first time 
valued in Finnish money. All of these 
early issues offer an almost inex- 
haustible source of interesting vari- 
ities, due to the different methods used 
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for perforation and also to the differ- 
ences in paper and colours. 

In 1875, when a new type of stamps 
was planned, the pattern designed by 
Mr. Brandstake, the bureau head of 
Carta Sigillata, was accepted and sent 
to Copenhagen, where Mr. Thiele, a 
resident engraver, prepared the first 
palte, and the first issue of the 32 
penni stamp was printed and per- 
forated in Copenhagen. Later on this 
pattern was used until 1901, when 
there appeared some differences in 
colour between different values and 
also in perforation. To the issue of 
1885 was printed an additional value 
recording in Rusian language. 

All these stamps were used also in 
the foreign mail, but in 1891 there 
was a special emission of stamps, in- 
tended only for the foreign mail. 
These stamps were of the same type 
as the ones used in Russia, but they 
were marked with several small rings 
for distinction. 

Only the Finnish stamps were valid 
in Finland, but after the Duke Alex- 
ander of Oldénburg, the cousin of the 
Russian Tsar, during his visit to Fin- 
land had tried in vain to mail a letter, 
stamped with Russian stamps, the 
Russian stamps were declared valid 
also in Finland. This happened dur- 
ing the worst time of the russifica- 
tion period, and Russian stamps were 
never used by Finnish people. At the

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same time the Finnish stamps were 
made to look like the Russian ones 
with only a difference in the manner 
of marking the value, which in the 
Finnish ones was marked also in Fin- 
nish. 

After the time of the Russian revo- 
lution Finland became independent 


and the first really Finnish stamps 
were issued 1917. They were de- 
signed by the well known Finnish 


architect Prof. Eliel Saarinen, who is 
now in the United States at the Cran- 
brook Academy, and this type of 
stamps was in use until 1930. The 
advance in the postage rates brought 
about many changes in the values and 
colouring of the stamps. Very inter- 
esting for a collector are the emissions 
of 1926 watermarked with the swas- 
tika and 1928 watermarked with the 
posthorn. During the war against the 
Sowjet Russians an especial emission 
in a little different design was issued 
in Wasa, the capital of the white Fin- 
land. 

Beginning from 1930 the Finnish 
stamps are again of the size used be- 
fore the period of russification. 

The first commemorative series was 
issued 1927 to mark the 10th anniver- 
sary of independence. The stamps 
were very simple and only of two 
values. For the celebration of the 
600th anniversary of the old capital 
of Finland, Turku, 1928 there were 
issued the first illustrated stamps. 
They portray the old castle of Turku. 
its solemn Cathedral and a scene of 
the port, representing her extensive 
navigation. 

Also the higher values of the 1930 
regular stamp emission are pictorial. 
The 5 mark one shows an old castle, 
Olavinlinna, giving some idea about 
the history of the country. The 10 
mk. one shows a_ beautiful lake 
scenery and the 25 mk. one portrays a 
lumberman, lumbering being one of 
the main sources of livilihood in the 
northern parts of the country. 

In 1931 three series of commemora- 
tive stamps were issued. 








For the 100th anniversary of the 
Finnish literature Society two stamps 
were issued. The 1 mk. stamp deco- 
rated with a portrait of Elias Lonn- 
roth, the collector of old Finnish 
poems and songs and the 1:50 one 
oe the old Finnish harp—Kan- 
tele.

4 As already mentioned there are 
many very rare specimens amongst 
the Finnish entries and when a com- 
plete collection of these was offered 
for purchase, the Postoffice Depart- 
ment was willing to issue a special 
surtaxed stamp “Pro philatelia” in 
order to obtain money for the pur- 
chase of that collection. This collec- 
tion was then left in charge of the 
Post museum. “Pro philatelia” stamp 
was a reproduction of the stamp on 
the first entires. 

There is only one air mail stamp 
in Finland, The Zeppelin 1930, which 
is an overprint on the current 10 mk. 
stamp. In every sheet of that issue 
occurred a misprint 1830, which was 
soon discovered and taken away from 
the sheets sold to the public. 

The stamps of the Red Cross form a 
special series of their own. The first 
ones were issued 1921 and were only 
of the value 1 and 0.50 mk. It shows 
a red cross on the Finnish cout of 
arms, and was valid only in Finland 
until 1930. Beginning from that time 





there has been a series comprising 
three values of these issued every 
year. These stamps are valid also in 
the international mail and the surtax 
in only 10%. The first series showed 
allegorical pictures, the banner of the 
crusaders and a boat. The series of 
1931 portrayed the historical castles 
of Wiipuri and Hameenlinna and the 
old church of Hattula. The series of 
1932 shows pictures of some famous 
public buildings in the capital. The 
House of Representatives, the Univer- 
sity Library and the Grand Church. 
The 1933 issue is decorated by the 
pictures of three bishops from the 
early time of the Finnish church, 
Mauno Tawast, Michael Agricola and 
Isacus Rothovius. 

The latest issue of 1934 shows the 
portraits of three eminent Finnish 
military commanders of the time of 
30-years war; Evert Horn, Torsten 
Stahlhandske and Jacob de ia Gardie, 
called “lazybones” among the people. 
All Red Cross stamps are very well 
printed and beautiful in design. 
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The many interesting pictures on 
the stamps are a big source of joy and 
also of historical interest for a gen- 
eral collector, but even for one, who 
is interested in a more close study into 
the used material, they offer an inter- 
esting and rich field and one may, with 
only a slight sacrifice of money, 
gather a nice and conspicuous col- 
lection. 

The interest for philately is very 
lively in Finland today and the lead- 
ing society in that field is Suomen 
Filatelistiseura (Finnish Philatelist 
Society) in Helsinki.

I do not remember whether there 
was a pronounced outcry at the ap- 
pearance of the White Plains exhibi- 
tion sheet but it seems that since then 
I have not glanced at a philatelic 
magazine or a newspaper stamp co- 
lumn without finding something in the 
way of protest at the business meth- 
ods of the post office department. A 
great deal of this criticism has been 
focused at miniature sheets and so- 
called unnecessary issues. I had about 
reached the point where the critics 
had converted me to their cause when 
I was caught under a shower of pam- 
phlets and dodgers from abroad that 
have convinced me that the United 
States government has only scratched 
the surface possibilities of postage 
revenue. 

So loosely planned is the stamp 
sales programs of this country that 
inadequate notice of first-day sales 
have undoubtedly lost a good many

dollars for Uncle Sam. Compare such 
a system with that of the German 
post office department which permits 
reception in this country of complete 
information on a new issue long be- 
fore it is available. The recent 
“Nothilfe” issue illustrated in natural 
colors on a special circular prepared 
for distribution all over the world is 
a sample of what I have in mind. The 
American stamp illustration law would 
not permit such advance advertising 
as this. Moreover, each stamp picture 
is printed in the true colors of the 
stamp. The advertisement came from 
a large wholesaler in Berlin and was 
received prior to Nov. 2, the first day 
of sale for this particular set. 
Similar advertisements are con- 
stantly coming into this country from 
Mexico, Hungary and other countries 
where the production and sale of post- 
age stamps has become a fine art. The 
American stamp collector may have 
some basis for his criticism of the post 
office department if he believes this 
country should set an example to the 
world but he should also realize that 
conditions could be much worse.

Semi-Postals and Other 
Varieties 


A correspondent asks that we define 
Semi-Postals, the difference between 
Semi-Postals and Commemoratives, 
officials also. Killer bars in cancella- 
tions. 

A Semi-Postal stamp is one which 
is sold at a premium over face, the 
stamp being valid for postage to the 
amount of the portion which is in- 
dicated for postage and the additional 
sum being for a charitable or other 
purpose. In some _ instances. the 
stamp bears a face value plus an 
added value for charity or otherwise. 
In other cases the stamp has a definite 
purpose or charity. 

A Commemorative stamp is one 
which is issued to Commemorate some 
happening or event and may at the 
same time have in it all the features 
of a semi-postal issue. 

Official stamps are stamps which 
are issued for use of Government offi- 
cials or those authorized to use the 
official stamps. 

Killer Bars in Cancellations are 
those bars usually at the right of the 
circle bearing the name of the town 
state and date. In the case of ship| 
cancellations where we most frequent- 
ly see reference to “Killer Bars,” the 
name of the ship is usually in the cir- 
cle with the date and the killer bars 
are at the right. In these cancella- 
tions there are usually two or three 
killer bars, between which are from 
time to time various wordings.

ABETTING A 
NUISANCE 


It is to be regretted 
that the Scott Stamp 
& Coin Company as 
publishers of the Standard Catalog 
of Postage Stamps have seen fit to 
lend their aid and encouragement to- 
ward the indiscriminate distribution 
of partially finished United States 
Postage Stamps, by listing them as 
issued varieties in the Standard Cata- 
logue. 

The New Issue Chronicle in the 
December 1934 edition of their Mon- 
thly Journal lists various of the Parks 
and Mothers Day Stamps in imper- 
forate and part perforate form. 

We believe it is claimed by Post- 
master General Farley that these 
stamps were partially finished sheets 
which he had autographed and given 
to certain persons. This should class 
the stamps as unfinished samples or 
proofs and not give them the ranking 
of issued postage stamps. Better still 
if the publishers of our Standard Cat- 
alogue would publicly brand the 
stamps as undesirable and warn 
against their collection by collectors. 

Material of this nature can only do 
harm for our hobby and a firm stand 
against its distribution should be 
made,

Still another stamp is gone from the 
Agency list! This time, the 3-cent 
Lincoln reissue was removed Friday, 
December 14. This stamp has had 
something of the unusual in its his- 
tory, first issued as a regular 3-cent 
number, supplanted by a new design 
during the Bicentennial year, and fin- 
ally the stock exhausted at the 
Agency and also most of the small 
or large post offices. Nothing un- 
usual in that recitation of events, but 
the unusual came with the demands 
of collectors early in January, 1934, 
for these stamps for use in connection 
with the 125th anniversary of Lin- 
coln’s birth; no Lincoln stamp was 
available. and it seemed impractical 
to try to get one ready, so the order 
was given for a reprint of a stamp out 
of issue. i 

Not expecting to reprint this stamp, 
and following the usual practice, the 





Post Office Department had given in- 
structions to destroy the old plates 
when the stamp became obsolete. Now 
with the order to reprint, the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing had to 
make new plates from the master die. 
(These master dies are never de- 
stroyed.) Plate number of 21185 and 
21186 were made and the stamp made 
its reappearance in Washington on 
February 7, 1934, at which time a 
number of collectors made arrange- 
ments for first day covers. Such cov- 
ers bearing the two new plate num- 
bers are interesting, especially so be- 
cause there can be no dispute that 
they are the reissue. However, it was 
rather generally conceded that the 
printing was made with ink of a slight 
difference in shade. 


As no records are kept as to num- 
ber sold of the various stamps in the 
regular issues, it is impossible to 
know just how many were issued or 
sold throughout the country on this 
re-issue The nearest estimate to such 
a figure would be to make an arbi- 
trary deduction of some 10 per cent 
from the gross printing figures of 
98,415,500 stamps, for spoilage and 
redemption allowance.

A Little Hard Luck 
Two ships, hitherto always reliable, 


“did me ill” on Christmas. The USS 
Raleigh mailed Christmas cacheted 
covers on Dec. 11 and applied a 
smeary black cancel that resembled 


something the cat drug in. The mail 
clerk then sent me a letter saying 
he had been on his re-enlistment leave 
and during his absence his relief had 
done the cancelling. All I can say 
is that his relief certainly knows how 
to ruin covers. Then, the USS Falcon 
mail clerk, in a hurry to get ashore 
for the holiday, mailed his covers 
Dec. 22, rather than hold them until 
later, and to cap the climax some 
dumb bell in the New London, Conn., 
postoffice applied that town’s ma- 
chine cancel over the Falcon cancel, 
ruining it. As the Falcon cancel was 
within the regulations there was no 
reason or excuse for the action of the 
New London postoffice. I have a 
hunch that if all collectors who have 
legitimate covers ruined by some post- 
offices would send the bad covers to 
the second assistant postmaster gen- 
eral at Washington, with a strenuous 
kick and a reminder of the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a year collec- 
tors put into postal revenues, some of 
these postoffice offenders might be 
put in their places.

Brush Their Teeth 


The present method of perforating 
leaves much to be desired as many of 
the current issue stamps still retain 
the little bits of paper made by the 
perforating machine. Ever so often 
we read about the number of tons of 
scrap paper the government sells, all 
of it being the little round disks made 
by perforating stamps, but I can’t help 
think that this total is surely some- 
what diminished now, judging by the 
particles left on the stamps. Perhaps 
the employes are getting careless or 
the economic policies of the depart- 
ment prevent adequate replacement to 
the machines which would prevent this 
situation. Nevertheless such is the 
case and collectors should take the 
time to carefully remove the super- 
fluous particles and in so doing will 
make their collection neater in ap- 
pearance. 


Splits. 

Many of you have come upon pre- 
cancels where the state name was at 
the top of the stamp and the town 
name at the bottom. The lines being 
below the state name and above the 
town name. This of course is noth- 
ing more than a badly centered stamp 
and to precancel collectors means lit- 
tle or nothing. There positively is no 
added value to such stamp. If any- 
thing it is a detriment to the value of 
the stamp. A very few collectors dab- 
ble in these and to easily identify 
them call them SPLITS.
